The first part of the ride was along flat delta 
land, lush and productive: the second along more 
mountainous regions with few people. but tre- 
mendous potential. In much of the country from 
Saigon to Nhatrang security is less than excellent 
and the interpreter had interésting stories to tell 
about the recent “incidents.” Fortunately, apart 
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from the fellows bombed in the MAAG, Americans 
have not been bothered for some time. 


Refugee villages lined long sections of the road 
in the delta. They had come down from the north 
after the division of the country and remained 
in the same secial groups. The priest was gen- 
erally the leader and the Catholic church can 
claim credit for saving a large part of the million 
»r 30 Who escaped. There is a tremendous story 
of courage and tragedy here that I am going to 
find more about and will report later on. 


Unbelievable Hardships ‘ 
I have met a number of the escapees and they 
have been through almost unbelievable hardships. 
One interpreter became almost tearful as he met 
the boys and me a while back and as we talked 
he spoke of his boys killed by the communists be- 
fore he escaped, For these people’ the threat of 
communism is no acedemic matter. More of this 
later, For now, let me say that these villages are 
well laid out, center around a huge church, show 
signs of great vitality, and in general are econ- 
omically better off already than the communities 
of the south where generations of easy living have 
led to a much relaxed attitude toward life.
